FOR BIG GAME 


Large Exodus of Hunters io the 
Woods of Northern Minne­ 
sota to Hunt Deer. 


LICENSES FEWER IN NUMBER 


In Crow Wing County at this 
Time than Last Year— Many 
Already in the W oods. 


The reason for hunting big game,such 
a* deer, moose, caribou, etc., opened in 
Minnesota today and there i- an army 
of bunters in the woods in the northern 
part of the state, there having been a 
general exodus from the cities and in 
fae^frotu all parts of the northwest dur­ 
ing the past ten days. 
This year it is 
said that there are an unusually 
la r g e 
number of non resident hunters out, 
many more than have ever been out be 
fore. 
The number of licenses issued by 
County Auditor Mahlum in this county 
has fallen off considerably as compared 
with former years. 
Last year the total 
number of licenses issued was about 450 
at the close of the season, or the end of 
this month. 
Most of those going out 
from Brainerd an* located in their camps 
ere this, some having gone out as far 
back as ten days ago. 
S. P. Fullerton, executive agent of 
the state 'game and fish commission, 
speaking of the big game season, --aid: 
“Then* a re'mon*’deer and 
moose in 
northern Minnesota this year than ever 
before. 
The reports of the deputy war 
dens all over northern Minnesota con­ 
firm my statement. How does it happen 
that big game increases despite the 
large number killed every year? 
One 
reason is that the winters for three 
years have been accompanied by com- 
p iratively little snow. The deer have 
been able to escape from the wolves 
When the snow i- deep the wolves can 
run on top while the sharp hoofs of the 
deer strike through. The deer fall an 
easy prey under such circumstances. 
Another good reason for the increase is 
that the sale of venison and moose meat 
ha- been prohibited. 
Killing deer and 
moo-'* for market used to prove a great 
incentive for wholesale slaughter. 
“ More non resident hunters will come 
to Minnesota this seoson than last. Non 
resident hunters of big game art* re 
quired to pay $25 for license, and last 
year only TI persons applied for them. 
Already sixty applications have been 
made.”
